New access system will use a button-like key to get into residence halls

When students return to school after 
the summer, they might be surprised to 
find that their keys will no longer let 
them into the building. 

According to Fred Freebolin, director 
of the physical plant, there will be a new 
access system for the buildings on the 
Clarke campus. 

The new system will use a button-like 
key to get into the residence halls. The 
system will hopefully give students 
access to more entrances, and will add a 


Freebolin said. 

The new keys consists of a chip called 
a Dallas Chip connected to a clip that can 
be placed on a key ring. The chip, about 
the size of a dime, will need to be held up 
to a sensor by the door, giving electronic 
access to students with the keys. The sys- 
tem can be networked in many different 
ways, and will keep a record of door 
usage. The date and time for each usage 
of a key will be logged in the computer 
system. The record can be checked to see 
whose key was used at a certain time in 


“Students need to realize that we are 
not doing this to tick them off. We are 
trying to protect them. It is necessary to 
maintain a safe environment for stu- 
dents,” Freebolin said. 

The cards can be deactivated in a mat- 
ter of minutes, adding another safety fea- 
ture. According to Freebolin, the system 
has a definite benefit over using ID card 
access. On an ID card, there is a picture 
of the student and the name of the school. 
This means that if someone finds a card, 
they know where the card allows them 


figure out where to use an unmarked 
Dallas Chip key. 

The new system will be hooked up to 
the front doors of Mary Jo, Mary Ben, 
and Mary Fran. The Mary Ben elevator 
will also be on the system. The locks will 
be changed in the stairwells. so that each 
student’s room key will allow acces to the 
stairwells, Freebolin said.

Clarke to expand 


Preliminary plans target five projects

The Clarke College board of trustees approved 
a preliminary plan Saturday to build new student 
housing, a student activities center, instructional 
space, campus entry improvements and changes in 
the library. 

For two years senior planner Sister Judy Jewison 
has been working with the Clarke community to refine 
the college mission and develop a strategic plan. She 
was joined in January by architects from Performa, in 
DePere, Wis., who were charged with developing a 
facilities plan to complement the new plan. 

Jewison explained that the new strategic plan 
includes raising the overall headcount from 1,080 
to 1,400 students, and increasing to 800 the tradi- 
tional student enrollment. Six hundred of these will 
live on campus, according to Jewison. To accom- 
modate this growth, five capital projects have been 
identified by Jewison and Performa. They are a new 
Student activities center, a new apartment-style res- 
idence hall, renovations to the current residence 
halls, renovation of CBH and new space for addi- 
tional faculty offices, and a library expansion inte- 
grating current technology. 

The next step in the process will bring Performa 
back to campus to get input from students, faculty, 
and staff about the proposed changes. The first two 
Projects to be defined will be the student activities 
center and the student housing, Jewison said. 

Carolyn Merrow, a senior architect with Performa, 
explained that the CBH changes will turn each class- 
room into a technology learning lab. It will also add 
faculty Offices, because the faculty will move out of the 
Space they now use in Mary Jo and growing depart- 
Ments will also need extra office space. 

Merrow said the preliminary strategic plan also 
addresses a library expansion and an integration of 
the technology that libraries will be using in the 
future. This idea still is being studied because col- 
leges across the country are rethinking how infor- 
Mation should be distributed, Merrow said. 

Performa also identified a need for some kind of 
Campus entry. Merrow explained that gateways desig- 
nating the campus as Clarke College are an example of 
Possible ways to better define Clarke’s campus. 


Reactions to the plan from students, faculty and 
staff were very positive. 

“There are going to be some really exciting 
changes happening on campus in the next five 
years. It makes me wish I were a freshman or 
sophomore so I could be here when it's all fin- 
ished,” junior Meggan Healy said. 

"I feel that the plan looks good, but follow- 
through is essential. If it works, the image of Clarke 
will change dramatically for the better," freshman 
Aaron Wise said. 

"The plan Performa prepared, I fecl, took a lot into 
account for the minimal space they have to work with. 
I was pleased, as a fine arts student, to feel that my 
voice was finally heard. But if I come back in five 
years and the drama department doesn't have a black 
box space, I will wield my alumni sword," Holly 
Blomquist, graduating senior from the drama depart- 
ment, said. 

"I feel the proposal for the five-year plan is a great 
step in taking care of not only the students’ needs, but 
also faculty and staff needs," Matt Ricketts, banquet 
and special events coordinator, said. 

"I think that ideas proposed are very good, and I 
would love to see it happen, but these kinds of big 
projects take a long time . I just hopethey get start- 
ed soon, so our class can enjoy them," freshman 
Scott Schuessler said. 

"I was very pleased that students participated in 
the presentation and discussion last week. Campus 
change and growth, particularly in student life pro- 
grams and facilities, will have a positive impact on 
students. It is an exciting time to be a member of 
the Clarke community," Kate Zanger, vice presi- 
dent for student life, said. 

“The next five years will be the most exciting 
years in Clarke’s history. The mission refinement, 
vision, and positioning of the college for the future 
is a result of input from the entire Clarke College 
community. The facilities plan added to the mis- 
sion refinement gives Clarke an overall dynamic 
strategic plan for the future. I am truly grateful to 
the Clarke College community for its wisdom and 
vision for the future building on our Catholic BVM 
heritage,” Clarke President Catherine Dunn, BVM, 
said. } *

Work-study program changes

The Financial Aid Office has created a 
new work-study program. 

"The changes that will begin to occur 
in Clarke's work-study program this 
spring are intended to help all students to 
feel more connected to Clarke as they are 
provided with work experiences and 
skills that they can use in achieving their 
life goals after they leave Clarke," 
Assistant Director of Financial Aid Lorie 
Foley said. 

New students will be assigned to 
work-study positions based on the infor- 
mation they provide about their skills, 
previous employment and volunteer 
experiences. The assignment and paper- 
work for new students will be completed 
during the summer. Students will be able 


to start working right away in the fall so 
that they can earn their total awarded 
work-study dollars. 

Foley said that the returning students 
who are currently enrolled can retain the 
position that they now hold on campus. 
Students who wish to change to another 
position for the fall can do so, either by 
completing an employment profile and 
being matched with an open position, or 
by mutual arrangement with the supervi- 
sor. 

Such placements still will need to 
come to the Financial Aid Office so that 
the proper paperwork can be completed. 
All returning students will be required to 
have their fall placement arranged and 
necessary paperwork done prior to leav- 
ing campus for the summer. Those who 


haven't done so will be required to follow 
the procedure established for new stu- 
dents. 

This new program will also provide an 
opportunity for the students who are not 
eligible for financial aid. Those who wish 
to work on campus can pursue a position 
after all work-study students have been 
placed. The returning students should 
inform the assistant director of financial 
aid of their desire to work and complete 
an employment profile prior to leaving at 
the end of the spring semester. 

“This new program will be evaluated. 
Students, supervisors and parents will be 
included in this process so that the most 
effective program possible can be devel- 
oped,” she said. %
